Nathan Frank, lawyer, former 
Congressman, former newspaper 
publisher, and large realty owner, 
died yesterday in Jewish Hospital. 
He was 79 years old. He under- 
went a prostatic operation a month 
ago, and made a partial recovery 
Before his final illness, which was 
diagnosed as arterio-sclerosis and 
diabetes, complicated with infirmi- 
ties of age. 

The funeral will be held at Mr. 
Frank’s residence, 5291 Lindell 
boulevard, at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow. 
Rabbi Gordon of Temple Shaare 
Emeth will officiate, and burial 
will be in Mount Sinai Cemetery. 
Born in Peoria, Attended Washing- 

ton University. 

fr. Frank was born in Peoria, 
Ill., but came to St. Louis with his 
parents as a youth. His father, 
Abraham Frank, prospered in busi- 
ness here, and owned downtown 
realty. Nathan attended Central 
High School, Fifteenth and Olive 
streets, being graduated in the class 
of 1869. He began his law course 
in St. Louis Law School, of Wash- 
ington University, and completed it 
at Harvard University in 1871, but 
remained at Harvard for another 
vear’g study. In 1872 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in St. Louis. 

He specialized in commercial 
and bankruptcy law, and prepared 
a textbook, Frank's Bankruptcy 
Law, which was published in 1874. 
Iie was associated in law practice

G. Neun, Republican nominee to 
succeed himself for a third four- 
year term as president, and Ralpn 
W. Coale, Democratic nominee for 
the same office and veteran Demo- 
cratic leader. 

Chief Issue of Campaign. 

Neun and the other Republican 
nominees are running on a prog- 
ress platform, confident of elec- 
tion because of the normal. Re- 
publican majority of St. Louis. 
Coale and his colleagues have a 
platform similar in many respects 
to that of their rivals, but which 
stresses opposition to the existing 
system of financing street -widen- 
ings and other public improve- 
ments largely by assessment of 
special benefit taxes. Coale de- 
clares that 50-year bonds should 
bear the whole cost of such things. 
The Republican platform  advo- 
cates a reform of the system with- 
out offering a means. This is the

NEW YORK, April 6.—Hubert 
Druce, English actor, who for more 
than 40 years had been associated 
with the theater, both as a pro- 
ducer and a player, died of pneu- 
monia today.

MRS. SARA KING ISELIN 
10 BE BURIED TODAY 


New York Society Leader of 
80’s and 90’s Entertained 
Only Original ‘'400.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 6.—When 
funeral services are held today 
for Mrs. Sara Gracie King Bronson 


Iselin, “queen” of New York so- 
ciety, there will be in attendance 


only a few who were of the one and 
only “400.” Mrs. Iselin died in her 


sleep in her Fifth avenue apart- 
ment Friday night. She was 80 
years old. 


Descendant of a Colonial family, 
She made her own standard for so- 
ciety and refused to swerve from 
it. In the past 25 years she did not 
add a name to her invitation list. 

Rufus King, Minister to the 
Court of St. James’s before the 
United States had Ambassadors, 
was her ancestor. Her grandfathers 
were William Duer, president of 
Columbia University more than a 
hundred years ago, and Archibald 
Gracie, whose honie overlooking 
the East River is a museum of New 
York life and manners. | 

Ruled in the ’80s and ’90s. 

Mrs. Iselin, who ruled society in 
the '80s and ’90s, was renowned in 
a family of illustrious persons. Her 
father was Archibald Gracie King, 
known as “Mr. King of Weehawk- 
en”; her sister, Mrs. John King 
Rensselaer, founded the Colonial 
Dames of America. 

In 1875, when she was Miss Sara 
Gracie King, she married Frederic 
Bronson, lawyer and president of 
the New York Coaching Club, and 
for 15 years thereafter her social 
decisions were unquestioned. 

Aside from personal  gqualifica- 
tions, her list of requirements for' 
the socially eligible included: Aris- 
tocratic ancestry and wealth to 
maintain it; a house in New York, 
a place at Newport, villas in France 
and Italy and a lodge in Scotland. | 

The ‘400" grew to thousands, 
but Mrs. Iselin looked severely on 


those she called ‘“‘social intruders.” 
She desired none of the newcom- 
ers as social equals. 
The Noted Iselin Coaches. 

The Iselin family owned coaches, 
appearance of which in Central 
Park or along [Tifth avenue or 
Madison drew many admiring and 
envious glances. The horses were 
among the sleekest in the city. The 
coaches were most highly polished.

A hand-illuminated antiphonal 
fraught with the religious associa- 
tions of 600 years, has been pre- 
sented to the New Cathedral by 
Francis D. Healy of 4516 Olive 
street as a memprial gift and was 
used yesterday in Easter services. 

The magnificent fourteenth cen- 
tury volume was given in memory 


Healy, a connoisseur who has given 
particular attention to medieval 
Spanish art, obtained it from a 
Spanish family at Seviile, with 
whom his own family had tradi- 
tional association through relatives 
in the priesthood. 

Music styles in the volume indi- 
cate it was made before 1350 and 
then revised to meet progress in 
transcriptive methods. It was writ- 
ten and illuminated by the hands 
of patient monks in three-inch 
characters, for the one Yolume was 
used by the entire choir. The book 
is about three feet square.

The City’ S Transportation Problem 
Which Aldermen Have Set Out to. Solve 


HE transportation problem 
T «: St. Louis, with which a 

special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen is con- 
cerned, was defined for the 
Post-Dispatch by Alderman Ed- 
ward W. Wiche, chairman of 
the committee, as follows:

“In the opinion of your manage- 
ment, the decrease in the number 
of revenue passengers has largely 
been occasioned by the tremendous 
increase in the use of private auto- 
mobiles. In°1919 the total numbcr 
of automobile licenses issued in the 
St. Louis district was 41,396. This 
had grown in 1929 to 217,941, or 
well over five times what it was 
in 1919.” 

Early last year A. T. Perkins, 
vice president of the City Utilities 
Co., the holding com, ny control- 
ling the Public Service Co., made 
a report in which he named the 
private automobile as one of the 
principal causes of the decline in 
street car riding. He said the com- |

“In this respect there are 
three possibilities: Continued 
private ownership and private 
operation; municipal ownership 
and operation; municipal own- 
ership with private operation. 
The purpose of our committee 
is to find the way to provide 
the best possible system of 
transportation at the lowest 
cost. The Transportation Sur- 
vey Commission report contains 

a number of recommendations 
and a wealth of facts for study, 
but the aldermanic committee 
must be guided by its own best 
judgment. 

“This problem is perhaps the 
biggest one before St. Louis to- 
day, affecting, as it does, all who 
ride street cars and busses, and 
all business men and property 
owners to whom adequate pub- 
lic transportation is so impor- 
tant. This committee hopes to 
‘ solve the problem.” 
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St. Louis, carrying about 3,000,000 
passengers a year, indicating a su»b- 
stantial demand for a service fast- 
er than ordinary busses and street 
cars. 

The growing use of the private 
automobile and the motor bus is 
reflected in the complete abandon- 
ment of street car service in many 
smaller cities. In the five years 
from 1925 to 1930 the number of 
busses.in use for local transporta- 
tion in cities of 10,000 or more 
population increased 100 per cent. 
In the same period street railway 
trackage and cars decreased ap- 
proximately 10 per cent, as was 
told in the Post-Dispatch Aug. 23, 
1930. 

A few months ago the New York 
Railways Corporation proposed to 
substitute busses for its surface 
street, car lines, serving a consider- 
able portion of Manhattan. The 
St. Louis Public Service Co. within 
the last two years has replaced 
several street car lines with bus 
service, notably the © Vandeventer, 
Spalding and Marcus lines.

Richard W. Meade, formerly 
president of the People’s Motorbus 
Co. and a nationally recognized au- 
thority on motor vehicig transpor- 
tation, has said that busses If prop- 
erly employed could take care of 
the entire loca] transportation loag 
in St. Louis.

LOYALIST TROUPS 
ATTACK MADEIRA 
REBEL SOLDIERS 


Details Lacking Because of 
Severed Cable — Portu- 
gese Transports Sails 
With Reinforcements. 


LISBON, Portugal, April “6.— 
Fighting between rebel forces and 
loyalist troops has broken out in 
Madeira, it was reported here this 
afternoon. The loyalist troops are 
said to be commanded by Capt. 
Cabecada, Civil Governor at Fun- 
chal, who was on a tour of inspeéc- 
tion in the north of the island 
when the trouble broke and who 
thus escaped arrest by the rebels. 
Capt. Cabecada was reported to be 
trying to recover Funchal by force. 

Some casualties resulted from 
the fighting, it was thought here, 
but details were lacking as the 
rebels have cut all cable communi- 
cation between Madeira and Por- 
tugal. 

The transport Pedro Gomez 
sailed for Madeira with troops this 
afternoon and the Jubango leaves 
tonight with artillery, machine 
guns and supplies. Two seaplanes 
also were ordered to proceed to 
the island. 

Meanwhile, the Government in- 
timated that all foreign ships that 
proceed to Funchal will do so at 
their own risk. 

Funchal advices here said the 
movement began with the mutiny 
of two army officers, Lieut. Ca- 
moens and Silvio Penlico. Aided by 
the rank and file, they raided the 
military barracks and arrested the 
High Commissioner sent there to 
take charge after the February 
bread riots, Col. Silvo Leal, and 
other officers who refused to join 
the revolt.

GANDHI DECIDES

Wants Congress Leaders to 
Continue Campaign at 
Home—Cites His Success 
Dealing With Viceroy.

NEW DELHI, April ¢.—Mahatma 
Gandhi has decided to dispense witi 
the aid of colleagues at the forth- 
coming round-table conference at 
London and will represent the Na- 
tionalist cause there by himself. 


‘His decision has taken India and 


the Indian Government entirely by 
surprise and has given a@ new argu- 


ment to his critice, who have com- 
plained increasingly recently that 
he was assuming the role of a dic- 
tator of the Nationalist movement. 

It was Gandhi's first intention to 
take 12 persons with him to En- 
gland for the conference, at which 
a constitution for India is to be dis- 
cussed, instead of the 15 delegates 
to which the All-India National 
Congress is entitled. 

Last week Gandhi reduced the 
number of his companions to five, 
explaining that more would make 
an unwieldy group. Since then he 
has informed his congress co- 
workers that, since he had so) much 
success as sole Nationalist /repre- 
sentative in negotiating with Vice- 
roy Lord Irwin the truce ending the 
civil disobedience campaign, he 
might repeat his success at London. 


Would Strengthen His Hand. 

Moreover, he has argued, his 
hand would be strengthened at the 
second round-table conference if 
most of the Nationalist Cabinet, or 
Working Committee, remained in 
Indf to carry on the congress pro- 
gram, thus convincing the British 
Government that the independence 
movement has come to. stay and 
would increase in strength despite 
his absence.

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LEO BROTHERS’ CONVICTION. 

Without even showing a motive for the crime, the 
State of Illinois has succeeded in convicting Leo V. 
Brothers for the murder of Alfred J. Lingle. One 
of the jurors still maintains his belief in Brothers’ 
innocence, though he voted for the guilty verdict 
after 27 hours of “intolerable conditions in the jury 
room” broke down his resistance. That curious ad- 
mission strengthens a popular belief that the author- 
ities were determined to convict someone for the 
Lingle murder and were none too careful in choosing 
the culprit. 

Even assuming that Brothers did fire the fatal 
shot, however, the Lingle murder has not been solved. 
The actual murderer was an agent for others, it 
seems certain. Who were those others? Why did 
they desire Lingle’s death? Many theories have been 
evolved to answer these questions, The one most 
widely held is that Lingle double-crossed his under- 
world associates who had given him money for 
police protection which Lingle did not furnish. If 
that theory is based in fact, the ramifications of 
the Lingle murder extend far beyond the conviction 
of a mere hired assassin. 

If Chicago opinion is appeased by sending Brothers 
to the penitentiary, we miss our guess. We are fully 
aware, of course, of the difficulties of unraveling the 
Lingle murder plot, but unless this and similar 
crimes are completely solved we may as well admit 
that the criminal gangs have our large cities in a 
stip which cannot be loosed.

Thirty Years of. Street Car Franchises in St. Louis 


50-year street car franchise at the City 

Hall in the name of the Central Traction 
Co. for $71,000. He gave 25 $1000 bills to 
a majority of the members of the House 
of Delegates,‘and from three to 10 $1000 
bills to a number of influential members of 
the City Council. The franchise permitted 
him to buy or build street car lines through- 
out the city. 


| t 1898, an Eastern promoter beught’a 


At that time the city had full control of 
fares and service, and 5 cents was fired in 
the franchise as the fare to be charged 
throughout the 50 years. 


The Post-Dispatch promptly exposed the 
bribery, and a Circuit Judge instructed a 
grand jury to indict the bribe givers and 
takers if sufficient evidence was found, or 
to indict the editors of the Post-Dispatch 
for criminal libel. No indictments were re- 
turned and nothing further was done by 
the authorities until five years later, when 
Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk proved 
the facts of the wholesale corruption as orig- 
inally published in the Post-Dispatch. By 
that time the statute of limitations prevented 
prosecution of the City Hall boodlers, but 
the promoter, having lived outside this 
criminal jurisdiction in the interim, was 
sentenced to five years in the penitentiary. 
Death saved him from the service. 


In 1899, two other Eastern promoters ac- 
quired the Central Traction franchise and 
bought up nearly all of the independent 
street car lines then running and merged 
them as the United Railways Co. These 
properties later were valued at $26,900,000 
by the State Public Service Commission. 
The new company immediately turned on 
the water and issued stocks and bonds of an 
aggregate face value of more than $100,900,- 
000, which they sold to the investing pub- 
lic at discounts ranging up to 10 per cent. 
The promoters took $11,090,000° of these 
securities as their commission for effecting 
the merger and for their franchise and 
went back East. 

In the same year, 1899, the Sf. Louis Tran- 
sit Co. was incorporated by men interested in 
the United Railways Co., and the new com- 
pany got a new 40-year franchise at the City 
Hall, again providing for a 5-cent fare, and 
leased and began to operate’ the properties 
of the United Railways Co. . 


In 1901 the St. Louis & Suburban Railway, 
the only important line then not in the 
merger, bribed 19 of the City Fathers to give 
it a franchise. Again the crime was ex- 
posed, this time with immediate success and 
_the franchise was never granted. The Post- 
Dispatch induced one of the boodle Alder- 
men to return from Mexico, to which he 
had fled, and turn State’s evidence. Under 
Circuit Attorney Folk’s guidance the grand 
jury indicted 19 Assemblymen, the bribe 
takers, and three leading citizens, the bribe 
givers. Eight of the Assemblymen, including 
some of those who had taxen the Traction 
company bribe years before, were sent to 
the penitentiary. One of the leading citizens 
fled the country, The others played tag with 
the courts for several years through the suc- 
cessful maneuvering of their lawyers and 
eventually were cleared on technicalities, as 
was the exile, although one of them had 
confessed. As the directors of the company 
they had signed the checks for a boodle fund 
of $135,000 and turned them over to the 
“fixer,” who was getting the franchise at 
the City Hall. 


In 1903 the city imposed a tax of one 
mil? per passenger on the street car com- 
pany, which the company refused to pay 
and ‘resisted from the outset through all 
the devices its lawyers could think up. 


In 1904 the Transit company, having 
made a failure of the business, through 
inability to perform the impossible task of 
paying the huge interest charges on the 
watered stock, surrendered its lease, and 
both franchises and the car lines were 
turned back to the United Railways Co. 


In 1913, the State passed the public service 
act in purswance of the momentous Smythe- 
Ames decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, the effect of which was to deprive

allow the utilities a “reasonable return,” not 
on their actual investment, but.on the cost 
of reproducing thetr properties new. The 
State Public Service Commission was set up 
to regulate utilities, and from that time the 
City of St. Louis has been without power to 
regulate rates or enforce the sS-cent fare 
agreed to in the street car franchises. 


In 1914, the city, weary of the seemingly 
hopeless fight to exercise its absolute right 
to tax the corporation, bethought itself of 
some possible reprisal. The result was 
that it filed suit in 1914 asserting that the 
original franchise for the Jefferson ave- 
nue line had expired in 1912 and asking 
the court to summon the United Railways 
Co. to show by what right it continued to 
occupy that street. 


Circuit Judge Rhodes E. Cave decided 
that the street car company had no rights 
under the Central Traction franchise to 
operate any of the several lines beyond 
the lives of their respective original fran- 
chises, but did have the right under the 
St. Louis Transit Co. franchise to operate 
any or all of the individual! lines up to the 
expiration of that franchise, 1939. The 
city accepted the decision as to the Central 
Traction franchise, which was in its favor, 
and appealed the decision as to the Transit 
franchise to the State Supreme Court. 
There, for some cause never explained to 
this day, the city’s case was allowed to lie 
dormant until abandoned, for what reason 
we shall see later. 

Meanwhile, in 1916, the city had estab- 
lished its right in the United States Su- 
preme Court to levy and collect the mill 
tax, and the amount past due was then over 
$2,000,000. 


In 1918 the United Railways Co. went to 
the City Hall and offered to pay the over- 
due mill tax and to faithfully pay it from 
then on, if the city would ‘give it a new 
30-year franchise and agree not to contest 
a $60,000,000 valuation on which to base 
street car fares. The Board of Aldermen 
granted the franchise. 


The city’s referendum league obtained 
enough signatures to put the franchise to 
the test of a public vote by way of te ref- 
erendum law. But, on the very eve of the 
filing of these petitions with the -proper 
authorities, one of the company’s employes 
and a confederate cracked the league's safe 
and delivered the petitions to other em- 
ployes of the company, who destroyed them. 


The employe who procured the sal¥ 
cracker having turned State’s evidence, the 
president and general manager of the 
United Railways Co. were indicted for bur- 
glary, but the charges were dismissed on a 
technical demurrer. The petitions them- 
selves had no intrinsic value, hence no 
theft had been committed, the court held. 
In that situation the street car company 
formally declined to accept the franchise 
and the Board of Aldermen then repealed 
it. None of the mill tax was paid. 


But this retreat of the cémpany was only 
for the purpose of marshaling its forces 
for a new drive to a franchise in another 
direction. As stated above, the city had 
refrained from prosecuting its appeal to 
the Supreme Court from Judge Cave’s de- 
cision, but there was the ever-present 
possibility that it might do so gnd might 
even win. The effect of a final de- 
cisign for the city would be to leave the 
company without any blanket franchise 
and the original franchises for the several 
lines would all shortly expire. 


In May, 1918,_the State Pubdlic Service 


6-cent Yare and in December of that year 
the State Supreme Court sustained the rul- 
ing and held that the 5-cent fare contract in 
the franchise was null and void.

The effort to get a. franchise 
was continued and resulted in pass- 
age by the Legislature two years 
ago of the “terminable permits’ 
bill which was vetoed by Gov. 
Caulfield. A modified “permit”, 
bill, drafted by the Public Service 
Co., is again before the Legislature, 
with the company’s lobbyists ac- 
tively working for its passage. 

In his dissenting report Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board of Alder- 
men repeated his previous deciara- 
tion in favor of home rule by the 
City over its transportation facili- 
ties, recognizing that home rule 
was not possible under any form.of 
franchise, The reason why home 
rule is not possible under a fran- 
chise, even though the city might 
have its own local transit commis- 
sion, were explained in detail in an 
editorial in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch March 29, the principal one 
being that the Federal Courts hav2 
nullified the authority of State and 
local commissions as to the vital 
factors of rates and valuation. No 
commission decision as to rates can 
be final, if appealed from, until 
it has been passed upon by the 
Federal courts. 

Political Phase of Problem. 

The possibilities as to the polit- 
ical, or governmental phase of the 
transportation problem were stated 
by Alderman Wiehe as: Private 
ownership and operation: munici- 
pal ownership and operation; mu- 
nicipal ownership with private op- 
eration. These possibiliticg also 
were recognized by the Transpor- 
tation Survey Commission, which 
presented a skeleton plan for mu- 
nicipal ownership with private op- 
eration, but spoke definitely against 
municipal operation. 

The Post-Dispatch already has 
told how private operation under 
private ownership is possible with- 
out the granting of franchises, by 
the issuance of cancelable permits 
by administrative officers of the 
city. The success of this plan in 
Detroit was cited in articles pub- 
lished in 1929. 

Recent developments have 
caused at least one responsible 
city official, who also was a mem- 
ber of the Transportation Survey 
Commission, to come out definitely 
for municipal ownorship with pri- 
vate operation. This is E. R. Kin- 
sey, president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service. and one of the authors 
of the 1926 transportation. report.) 


Basis of Kinsey Argument. 

Kiasey put his advocacy, teld in 
the Post-Dispatch March 3, on the 
basis that public mass transporta- 
tion is a necessity, just as water 
and sanitation, the adequate main- 
tenance of which re juires the credit 
of the municipality. Keiker and? 
the Survey Commission, and vir- 


ties are agreed that any rapid 
transit facWities must be financed 
from the public treasury. It is ar- 
gued in some quarters that if the 
city is to own part of the trans-' 
portation system it sholud own it 
aH. A law enacted two years ago 
at the request of the Transportation 
Survey Commission gives St. Louis 
specifically the right to construct, 
own and operate rapid transit fa- 
cilities in or out of the city ahd 
to pay for them wholly or in part 
by special assessments or by bond 
issues, and to creat a transit com- 
mission. 

Under other laws the city has 
the right to own and operate street 
railways and to issue public utility 
bonds. The powers of the city to 
finance transportation facilities 
were discussed fully in the 1926 
transportation report and it was 
stated that under existing laws the 
city could issue up to $200,000,000 
in bonds for public utility pur- 
poses, an amount said to be ample 
for the most ambitious transporta- 
tion program. 

In advocating municipal owner- 
ship, Kinsey said the city should 
purchase only that part of the 
street railway system which would 
be useful in giving service and that 
it should pay only a reasonable 
price. 

Plan in New York City. 

The city of New York, owning 
part of its rapid transit system, is 
now considering means of acquir- 
ing the remainder. With that in 
view Samuel Untermyer, transpor- 
tation counsel to the city, has 
worked out an operating plan 
which is designed to remove opera- 
tion as far as possible from muni- 
cipal politics. It is proposed to 
enter into a 40-year operating con- 
tract with the B. M. T. transit or- 
ganization, leaving to that organi- 
zation all the details of employ- 


ice the city would pay annually:

Unsalted butter is preferred by 
some people, and even greater care 
is necessary to keep it uncontam!- 
nated than is the case with the 
more ordinary kind. The small 
amount of salt which most butter 
contains is thought to improve the 
flavor, and it certainly increases 
the keeping quality. Except for 
this salt, butter consists entirely of 
the cream or fat of milk, from 
which, as much as possible of the 
liquid part of the milk has been 
removed by churning. 

Cheese for cooking. purposes 
should be considered for flavor and 
consistency as well as its melting 
quality. A hard cheese is pre- 
ferable for grating, while a soft- 
er variety is more desirable for 
melting or cutting. 

If a mint sherbert is desired to 
accompany lamb, add four table- 
spoonfuls bruised mint leaves to 
boiling syrup in lemon ice. For a 
mint jelly, follow recipe for lemon 
jelly, adding two bunches mint 
leaves to the boiling water; strain. 

Rhubarb will take the taste of 
any other fruit without impartinz 
any of its own. When making pies 
and gelatine jellies with other fruit 
if a little stewed rhubarb is used, 
the difference will hardly be de- 
tected. 

When using. molasses and it is 
not as dark as desired for ginger 
bread or cookies, add a tablespoon- 
ful of melted chocolate to molasses 
and spices, improving the flavor.

A little girl of 6 received per- 
mission to play in the wash basin 
with her celluloid ducks and fishes. 
When, some 20 minutes later, her 
mother discovered her dripping wet 
from chin to knee, she punished 
her for her carelessness. 

Both children were punished for 
something which was certainly not 
their fault. One cannot expect a. 
4-year-old to restrain his desire:to 
paint simply because he has no 
paper on which to doit. The im- 
portance of adult possessions is not 
half so real to him as his desire to 
use a beautiful new toy. If we let 
a child play with water we mu 
expect her to get wet unless we 
give her a rubber apron. 

Unless mothers exercise foresight 
and planfulness, children will al- 
ways get into mischief. It is the 
parent's responsibility, not the 
child’s, to see that his interests do 
not get him into trouble. 

Children need such things as 
clay, paints, crayons, hammer and 
water to carry out their play ideas.

The next summer Robert got his 
first ‘good break.” His employers 
put him to work cooking for men 
in one of the camps.

His studious nature finally came 
to the attention of officials of the 
lumber company who began tak- 
ing an interest in him and decided 
to help him along. They promoted 
him to the position of clerk in one 
of the lumbering camps. That gave 
him more leisure—at least a few 
nours between work and _e sleep. 
That summer he decided to learn 
French. In a year he could con- 
verse in that tongue. 

At the age of 22 we find him 
in full charge of a lumber camp 
with 40 men under him. He was 
paid $26 a month. Already his 
ability as an executive was assert- 


ing itself. 
F employers to accept a better 

job. He went to work on the 
Coulonge River 300 miles from Ot- 
tawa and his pay had mounted to 
the unheard-of sum of $44 a 
month. That was much more than 
he needed for himself. So he saved 
every cent he could. and after 
three years he had enough money 
put aside to enable him to clear 
title with his brother to 500 acres 
of farm lands. 

And in 1874 romance entered his 
life. That year he was married 
in Ottawa to Margaret Proudfoot, 
who shared the ambitions of her 
energetic young husband and __in- 
spired him to still greater. ef- 
fort. 

In 1888 they moved to Califor- 
nia, where Dollar started in the 
lumber business on an extensive 
scale. He has since made _ the 
Golden State his home. 

The opportunities that lay In 
foreign trade were ever before him. 
He saw visions of great trade ex- 
panse between the ports of the Pa- 
cific Coast and the Orient. He 
yearned for a chance to avail him- 
self of those opportunities and to 
prove to his friends that he was 
right. 

And he took his big chance with 
the foreign trade dream in 1901— 
when he was 57 years of age. His 
first boat was the steamer Arab, a 
sturdy craft of 8300 tonsa. 


OUR years later he quit his 


in his memoirs, Capt. Dollar 
touches on that first venture into 
trade with the Far East. He says: 
“I found that if we were going in 
for foreign trade we would have 
to have an organization. The 
Steamer’s first trip was a losing 


proposition. She carried about half 
a cargo at low rates and we were 
out of pocket.” 

Little by little his trade grew 
with Oriental ports. He made trip 
after trip, establishing new asso- 
ciations, and his vessel's cargo in- 
creased. 

With the advance of business it 
became neccssary to add first a sec- 
ond vessel to the run and then 
third. In a few years 
head of a good-sized fleet that was 
making a profitable business in the 
run between the Pacific Coast and 
the Orient.

Oxygen in Pneumonia 

NE of the serious complications 
0 of the disease pneumonia ig the 

oxygen starvation which the 
patient suffers. The modern treat- 
ment for this is to supply extra 
oxygen. 


The patient critically i with 
pneumonia is “air-hungry.” His 
breathing is usually rapid and 


labored and his condition, in con- 
sequence, is one of anxiety. 

The oxygen starvation of the 
pneumonia patient is due to a num- 
ber of conditions, Undoubtedly the 
toxins or poisons produced by the 
pneumonia germs are a contribut- 
ing factor. 

So also must be the physical 
vlocking-up of the air spaces in the 
affected portion of the lung by the 
secretions arising from the pres- 
ence and action of the pneumonia 
germs in it. 

It is to overcome this condition 
that oxygen is employed in the 
treatment of pneumonia. Since 
first tried 10 years ago, accumuU-, 
lated experiences have brought 
proof of its beneficial effects. 

The air-hungry pneumonia pa- 
tient is permitted to breathe an at- 
mosphere containing from 40 to 69 
per cent oxygen, which soon raises 
the oxygen concentration in the 
blood to normal, Normal air con- 
tains only 20 per cent oxygen. 

The oxygen is administered in 
various ways. Some hospitals have 
large rooms in which the air is rich 
in oxygen and temperature and 
humidity subject to control. 

Lacking such elaborate equip- 
ment, oxygen may be given by 
means of an oxygen tent, which 
consists of a square hood placed on 
the head and chest of the patient. 
The tent is connected to an oxygen 
tank. , 

Even simpler is the method by 
which oxygen is fed the patient 


through tubes inserted in his 
nostrils.
